Couple outraged at 
dining room charge 


A DISABLED couple are furious after 
being charged the “spare bedroom tax” 
for what they say is their dining room. 

Andy Armstrong, 47, and his wife 
Paula, 46, say they are being forced out 
of their family home on Queens Way, in 
Haverhill, by council blunders. 

They say an official came to their 
house five weeks ago to measure their 
dining room and make a decision as to 
whether it should be counted as a sec¬ 
ond spare bedroom. 

Despite not being notified that a deci¬ 
sion had been taken, Paula said the 
council is now taking £89 out of her 
account every month to pay for the two 
spare bedrooms. 

She added: “I was prepared to pay for 
one spare bedroom but not two because 
my husband and I sleep in separate bed¬ 
rooms because of his chronic mental 
health issues. 

“But I can’t get over the fact they’re 
charging me for a dining room - it’s rob¬ 
bery.” 

When she complained, Paula said she 
was laughed at and told to pay up. 

Mr and Mrs Armstrong live on £100 a 
week income support and since the 
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changes to the benefits system came 
into force on April 1, they can no longer 
afford to stay in the property on Parkway 
estate. 

They have managed so far by taking 
money from Andy’s disability living 
allowance payments but Paula said this 
is not sustainable and, reluctantly, she 
has now put the couple on the bidding 
list. 

She added: “It is causing us a lot of dis¬ 
tress the thought of leaving our fam¬ 
ily home. 

“My husband’s disability 
has got worse since this whole 
thing began.” 

The controversial room is 
downstairs and Paula said 
the house was classed as a 
“two bedroom parlour 
house” when she first 
signed a tenancy agreement 
on it 12 years ago. 

Adding to the sentimental 
value of the property, the 



Armstrongs last saw their son in his 
bedroom six years ago before he died in 
a motorcyle accident. 

Andrew, who had just turned 18, died 
when the motocross bike he had bought 
just two days before crashed into a tele¬ 
graph pole on a field footpath between 
the bypass and Ladygate Wood. 

Mrs Armstrong did a lot of work with 
the police to raise awareness of the dan¬ 
gers to youngsters who had taken up 
off-road motorbiking - running a cam¬ 
paign to get them properly trained and 
equipped. 

In recognition for her campaign, a 
memorial bench was unveiled for 
Andrew just across from the 
family home. 

She said: “I buried my 
18-year-old son here six years 
ago; this house is the last 
place I ever saw him.” 

Since April 1, people with 
one spare bedroom have 
seen their housing benefit 
cut by 14% of the rent they 
pay every week; people with 
two spare bedrooms have lost 
25% of their housing benefit.

A YOUNG autistic boy was 
handed an iPad this week 
after generous people in the 
community donated mobile 
phones. 

An appeal was launched to 
provide Oliver, 4, with a £400 
iPad fitted with an app 
designed to help people with 
autism. 

Mum Samantha, of Crispin 
Close, in Haverhill managed 


to collect the 185 phones 
needed for the iPad and said 
her son had taken to it really 
well. 

She added: “He’s loving it. 
He’s taken to it a lot quicker 
than I expected him to.” 

Samantha said the iPad will 
help Oliver with his learning 
and communication but also 
agression. She found Oliver 
often got fustrated and the 


iPad helps to calm him down. 

The single mum was 
overwhelmed by the 
generosity showed after her 
appeal. One person even 
donated phones and left a 
wooden model train spelling 
out Oliver’s name. 

Samantha said: “The 
generosity has literally 
overwhelmed me. It restores 
your faith in the community.”

door, this “set alarm bells ring¬ 
ing,” he said. 

He rushed upstairs with his 
girlfriend and found all her jew¬ 
ellery had been stolen. Much of 
it was worthless but for the sen¬ 
timental value, like her 
Christening jewellery. 

It was the second time Eleanor 
had her jewellery stolen after 
the house was raided six months 
ago. 

Shawn added: “They took eve¬ 
rything out of her drawers and 
cleared out what was left of her 
jewellery. 

“Her parents bought her a 
necklace to replace the one sto¬ 
len last time - but that was 
gone.” 

After noticing an iPad, Toshiba 
laptop and some used after¬ 
shave had also gone missing, 
Shawn was horrified to see his 
medals had been taken as well. 

“Elbe and I react in different 
ways - she was more vocal. She 
was really upset and angry 
when she found my medals had 
been taken. 

“I react differently but it’s the 
same emotions. It was more 
anger than anything.” 

Suffolk police have appealed 
for anyone who witnessed the 
burglary, which took place 
between 7.15pm and 10.40pm 
Saturday April 20, to get in 
touch with them on 101. 



THIEVES stole a British ser¬ 
viceman’s treasured collection 
of medals when they burgled 
his house on Saturday night. 

The medals were awarded to 
Shawn Winters, 40, of Wratting 
Road, Haverhill, for years of 
exemplary service in Northern 
Ireland, Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Shawn was one of the first 
British boots on the ground 
when troops were sent to Iraq in 
2002. 

He also worked with civilians 
in Aghanistan and completed 
six tours of Northern Ireland 
between 1991 and 2000. 

Shawn was furious when he 
realised all seven of his military 
medals were gone, including 
one for 15 years of loyal service 
to the army. 

He said: “I felt more anger 
than anything else - you just 
ask yourself why? Why would 
someone take something that 
means so much to someone else 
but is absolutely worthless to 
them? 

“These were my own medals 
that were presented to me and I 
want to pass them down to my 
children - the medals I was 
given - not some duplicates 
which the army said they could 
give me but which say ‘dupli¬ 
cate’ on them.” 

The medals have both Shawn’s 
name and army number on 
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them and would be difficult to 
sell in this country - he is wor¬ 
ried the thief will realise this 
and just throw them away in a 
field. 

He added: “I just want them 
back. I’d really like whoever 
took them just to slip them 
through my letter box in a blank 
envelope, or find some other 
way to get them back to me.” 

Shawn had been out to the 
Pheasant pub in Gestingthorpe 
on Saturday evening with his 
girlfriend, Eleanor Farrant. 

They were celebrating their 
birthdays; Eleanor’s was last 
week and Shawn will be 41 this 
week. 

When the couple returned to 
their house around 10.40pm, 
Shawn noticed someone had 
unscrewed the light bulb and 
there was damage to the patio

Vaccination 
campaign to 
target measles 

CHILDREN and teenagers are to 
be vaccinated against measles. 

GP surgeries and schools will be 
used to target young people who 
have not had either one or two 
doses of the measles, mumps and 
rubella (MMR) vaccine. 

The drive was launched after 
Public Health England (PHE) 
confirmed there were 14 measles 
cases in Cambridgeshire 
between January and April, com¬ 
pared to 13 during all of 2012. 

There have been six measles 
cases in Suffolk so far this year, 
compared to four during all of 
2012. There have been two cases 
in Essex in 2013 to date. 

PHE blamed the spike on low 
take-up of the MMR vaccine dur¬ 
ing the late 1990s and early 2000s 
when concern about the discred¬ 
ited link between autism and the 
vaccine was widespread. This 
means many 10 to 16 year olds 
are now unprotected. 

Dr Gina Radford, PHE’s centre 
director for Anglia and Essex, 
urged parents of unvaccinated 
children - or anyone who is 
unsure whether their child has 
had two doses - to contact their 
GP. 

She said: “Measles is a poten¬ 
tially fatal but entirely preventa¬ 
ble disease so it is very disap¬ 
pointing that cases have recently 
increased in Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk. 

“The catch-up programme rec¬ 
ommends an approach to specif¬ 
ically target those young people 
most at risk, particularly the 10 to 
16 year old age group. 

“We would advise those who 
have not been vaccinated to seek 
at least one dose of MMR vacci¬ 
nation which will give them 95 
per cent protection against mea¬ 
sles. A second dose is then need¬ 
ed to provide almost complete 
protection.”

A MOVING tribute has been paid to a 
“wonderful” husband and father 
who died while riding his beloved 
scooter. 

The devastated family of Dean 
Cork, 47, of Gainsborough Road, 
Haverhill, have spoken of the “loving 
and caring” Cambridge City Council 
worker who was killed while riding 
his “beloved” scooter. 

He suffered fatal injuries after the 
Piaggio T5 scooter he was riding was 
in collision with a Vauxhall Combo 
van at 7.10am om Tuesday. 

The incident happened at the junc¬ 
tion of Skippers Lane and Common 
Road, West Wratting. 

The road was closed until 1.15pm as 
road crash experts carried out an 
investigation into the circumstances 
surrounding the crash which ripped 
the “thoughtful” man from his fami¬ 
ly as he drove to work. 

The family have been flooded with 
messages of support since tragedy 
struck. 

On the day of his death, family and 
friends gathered at his home to pay 
tribute to Dean and comfort each 
other, with many describing him as 
“an amazing man”. 

Dean, who his family said had a had 
a great passion for Vespa scooters, 
leaves his wife of 25 years Tracey, son 
Dexter, 20, and daughter Billie, 17. 

In a statement, they said: “We have 
lost a wonderful husband, father, 
son, brother, cousin and friend very 
suddenly. 

“Dean was a lovely, caring and 
thoughtful man who left for work in 
the sunshine on his beloved T5 
scooter and did not come back. 

“We all miss him and mourn his 
loss and want to thank all our friends, 
family and well-wishers for all their 
messages of love and support.” 

Police continue to appeal for wit¬ 
nesses to the crash to come forward. 
The driver of the van, a 59-year-old 
man from Linton, suffered minor 
injuries. 

Pc John Blood, investigating, said: 


“I would appeal to anyone who wit¬ 
nessed the collision, or saw either 
vehicle prior to it, to call police.” 

The death comes after another 
motorcyclist was killed when his bike 
was in a crash with a blue Kia Picanto 
on the A603, at the junction for 
Harlton and the Eversdens, at 1.30pm 
on Thursday last week. 

An East of England Air Ambulance 


spokeswoman said: “Despite the best 
efforts of all those at the scene, 
unfortunately nothing could be done 
to help this patient. 

“Our thoughts are with their family 
and friends at this sad and difficult 
time.”

to go, we’re hoping to bring some 
fun back to Haverhill.” 

Gillian does not need to do 
another day’s work in her life but 
she is throwing herself into the 
project. Although she will not be 
on the rota, she will attend the 
play barn “at least one day a 
week, maybe two”. 

Gillian told how the couple are 
still being inundated with letters 
asking for money - and she con¬ 
tinues to read every single one. 

“We do get a lot of letters but 
you can’t condemn anybody for 
asking. It takes a lot of guts just to 
ask somebody for money, to just 
to come out and say it. 

“We still read every one of them 
and work out yes or no on their 
own merits.” 

Although it was widely report¬ 
ed the couple closed their music 
shop on the High Street because 
of beggars, Gillian said this was 
not true. Instead, she said some 
people were camping out there 
every day and it had become very 
difficult. 

The couple were new entries in 
the Sunday Times rich list last 
week with an estimated fortune 
of £149 million, but Gillian said 
the family’s life hadn’t changed 
drastically. The children still go 
to the same school and play with 
the same friends, and priorities 
for the Bayford family haven’t 
changed. 

She added: “You can’t say it 
doesn’t change you but we’ve 
tried not to let it change us. It 
highlights who your friends are, 
the people who are behind you 
through thick and thin. 

“There are no financial worries 
anymore and we’ve moved to a 
slightly larger house, but my 
main aims are still there: my 
friends, my family, my children 
- it doesn’t matter how much 
money you have in the bank, you 
wouldn’t be anybody without 
friends and family behind you.” 

The newly named “Rascals play 
barn,” which Gillian will run 
with her friend Cindy Smith, 45, 
will open its doors on May 4. 



Mum of two, Melanie Lainge had been a 
member of Slimming World in 2001/2002 and 
had lost 1 Vz stone.

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‘They stopped my benefit -1 have no money to live on’

A HAVERHILL woman 
says she does not have 
enough money to buy 
food after her incapacity 
benefit was stopped. 

Chrissy Ratcliff, 50, 
was passed as ‘fit to 
work’ after a medical 
and was told she had to 
try harder to get a job. 

She had to move to a 
new property in Blair 
Parade, Haverhill after 
the so-called “bedroom 
tax” made living in her 
previous house, which 
was her family home for 
30 years, unaffordable 
after her children moved 
out. 

And Mrs Ratcliffe says 
she had no money at all 
last month to live on 
after the authorities 
stopped her benefits and 
ruled she was not look¬ 
ing hard enough for a 
job. 

She said: “I haven’t got 
any savings - how do 
they expect me to live? 

“I don’t like doing it but 
I had to borrow money 
from my dad for 
food.” 

Mrs Ratcliffe 
said she suf¬ 
fers from from 
arthritis in 
her knees 
and neck and 
a condition 
which gives 
her chronic 
pain in her 
muscles. 



She added: ““I’d love to 
go to work - I’m not lazy, 
I’m not one of those peo¬ 
ple that goes around 
sponging. 

“I’ve tried going to 
work and I can’t do it.” 

In the past, Mrs 
Ratcliffe worked at 
Addenbrookes but gave 
up her job after five- 
hour shifts left her una¬ 
ble to walk to the bus 
station to get home. 

She received incapaci¬ 
ty benefit for a while, but 
after a medical a few 
months ago, she was put 
on employment support 
allowance. 

A second medical 
passed her off as “fit to 
work” and she has now 
been told to go find a 
job. 

Although she has tried 
to explain her condition 
during physicals, she 
said people simply: 
“shrug their shoulders.” 

She added: “If you can 
carry an empty card¬ 
board box then you’re fit 

for work. 

“They wrote on 
my results - ‘she 
got her tablets 
out of her bag 
OK’. 

The govern¬ 
ment plans to 
reduce the 
welfare budget 
by £18 billion 
per year by 
2014-15. 


‘Please don’t 
close our 
school pool’ 


ANGRY parents have started a 
petition to keep a school swim¬ 
ming pool open after its closure 
was announced because of ris¬ 
ing costs. 

The pool at Place Larm Primary 
Academy was dug by Haverhill 
residents years ago - with some 
of the current schoolchildren’s 
grandparents even learning to 
swim in it. 

Although it is only open for the 
summer months, a number of 
parents believe the pool is vital 
for their children to learn to 
swim. 

Emma Kirkby, 29, of Duddery 
Hill, said her son had learnt to 
swim in the pool and not enough 
was being done to keep the pool 
open. 

She added: “My son couldn’t 
swim, he always had to wear 
armbands, but he had lessons 
and he’s swimming whole 
lengths of the pool now.” 

School officials took the deci¬ 
sion to close the pool after they 
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took on more students - saying it 
was no longer fit for purpose and 
the money would be better spent 
on books and other learning 
resources. 

Parents are currently asked for 
a £10 donation every year for 



each child who uses the pool but 
Emma said most are willing to 
pay a lot more so their kids can 
learn to swim. 

She added: “It’s only open for a 
few months but it’s very impor¬ 
tant to the kids. 

“There are 300 children at the 
school and if everyone pays one 
pound a week, that’s £300. 

“How much does it really cost 
to keep open?” 

Madeleine Vigar, Principal of 
the school, said the pool had 
been a wonderful resource but 
she wanted to create something 
the whole academy could enjoy 
- not just the younger children. 

She confirmed the pool would 
be filled in and launched an 
appeal for the community to get 
involved in building a new sport¬ 
ing legacy. 

She said: “We’d love to hear 
from the community to get their 
input on creating a new, sustain¬ 
able, sports resource.”

Kids losing 
out on free 
school meals 

TOWN Councillors and chari¬ 
ty workers spent a day at 
Castle Manor Academy to 
encourage eligible parents 
to take up the offer of Free 
School Meals last week. 

It is estimated there are £5 
million of unclaimed Free 
School Meals each year in 
Suffolk alone, often because 
parents do not know they 
are eligible to claim the 
meals. 

Families who claim the 
meals would initially save 
£400 per year in the cost of 
meals. 

Schools also get an extra 
£600 of funding for each 
child claiming the meals. 

Alison Hunt, student sup¬ 
port manager at the school, 
said the extra income could 
be vital. 

She added: “We have such 
a variety of activities rang¬ 
ing from breakfast clubs to 
one-to-one tuition. 

“There is no longer a stig¬ 
ma associated with free 
school meals and it’s impor¬ 
tant that we all work to sup¬ 
port families.” 

Eligibility for the meals 
relies on families receiving 
just one associated benefit. 


County must not 
be shortchanged 
says police boss

SUFFOLK’S top police chief has 
pledged to fight to make sure 
Suffolk is not “shortchanged” 
on police funding. 

Speaking at a district panel 
meeting in Haverhill on Friday, 
Police and Crime commissioner 
(PCC) Tim Passmore said he 
planned to make sure Suffolk 
had the same resources as the 
rest of the country. 

He said: “Suffolk has been 
shortchanged for the last 25 
years, not only in police funding 
but in healthcare too.” 

Mr Passmore said Suffolk had 
suffered because it was such a 
rural county, and was often woe¬ 
fully underfunded, 

He said: “I have already taken 
this up with the secretary of 
state and we must push for this 
at the next comprenhensive 
spending review.” 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Passmore told the News: “If you 
look at the funding we get from 
the government from what simi¬ 
lar counties have it is ridiculous. 

“We have been put in the same 
group as Norfolk by the govern-

ment but they don’t have 
Newmarket Racecourse, 
Felixstowe dock or 
Sizewell to look after 
which take some 
resources.” 

The inaugural dis¬ 
trict panel meeting 
was held in Haverhill 
where Mr Passmore 
presented his draft 
Police and Crime plan for 


the next five years. 

When asked why he chose to 
hold the meeting in Haverhill, he 
said: “I was appointed to repre¬ 
sent Suffolk, not just Bury St 
Edmunds and Ipswich. It is 
about the whole county.” 

Mr Passmore said the force 
would not be merged with 
Norfolk or Cambridgeshire while 
he remained in his job and 
promised to hold the police to 
account on the number of offic¬ 
ers on the beat. 

He said: “I am a Suffolk person 
born and bred and representing 
Suffolk is right up my street. We 
have an opportunity here and I 
am taking it very seriously.” 

Mr Passmore also announced 
the volunteer police cadet 
training would be brought 
in across Suffolk, which 
has provided opportu¬ 
nities for young people 
in Bury St Edmunds, 
Ipswich, Lowestoft 
and Felixstowe.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 


Thieves break into vans and 
steal construction tools 


FOUR vans were broken into last week, with 
thieves making away with drills, a power 
reader and a self-leveling laser. 

The incidents all took place overnight from 
Thursday April 18 to Friday, April 19, with 
two thefts taking place in Hales Barn Road, 
one in Arrendene Road and one in 
Brickfields. 

The first offence in Hales Barn Road 
involved a white Peugeot Expert van which 
was parked in the street. 

The offender smashed the front offside 
window to gain entry to the cabin and then 
the rear of the van, stealing a drill. 

In the other incident in Hales Barn Road, 
the offender forced the lock of a white 
Volkswagen Crafter van to get into the front 
cabin but was not able to access the rear of 
the van and so no items were stolen. 

In Arrendene Road, a white Vauxhall Vivaro 
van parked on a driveway had its offside 
front window smashed and both a drill and 
self-levelling laser were stolen.

Fire crews tackle caravan fire 

THREE fire trucks were called to an caravan 
on fire at the side of the A1017 in Sturmer, 
Haverhill, on Sunday. 

The caravan caught fire around 6pm and a 
59-year-old man was taken to hospital in an 
ambulance after suffering the effects of 
smoke inhalation. 


THE road leading up to the ex- 
serviceman’s club in Haverhill is 
full of huge potholes stopping 
pensioners from attending func¬ 
tions, members of the club have 
claimed. 

Tracey Davey, who is vice chair¬ 
man of the club, said the potholes 
in Quaker’s Lane were so big you 
could lose a small child in them. 

She added: “The road is in awful 
condition, several of our older 
members have fallen in the pot¬ 
holes and got injured.” 

Mrs Davey claims the state of the 
road - which she said is the coun¬ 
cil’s responsibility - is stopping 
members who use wheelchairs or 
walking frames from going to 
functions. 

She added: “I cant take my mum 
there because she’s in a wheel¬ 
chair and we can’t get walking 


frames down there either. 

“It’s discrimination against peo¬ 
ple in wheelchairs and it’s been 
going on for years.” 

Star Cars, a Haverhill taxi com¬ 
pany who often take people to and 
from the club, confirmed their 
drivers no longer drive up Quaker’s 
Lane, dropping customers in the 
car park instead. 

A spokesperson for the company 
said: “Our drivers make their own 
decisions but they decided a 


month back they would no longer 
go up that road. 

“The potholes were damaging 
the cars too much and we now ask 
for cutomers to be picked up from 
the car park.” 

The Haverhill ex-serviceman’s 
club has been runnning since 1921 
and organises bingo nights, line 
dancing and other functions for its 
members. 

Mrs Davey said it made her feel 
angry that some of the members 


were unable to attend because of 
the state of the road. 

She said: “Our members have 
been through a lot, they’ve been 
through war, and we need to look 
after them better - it’s not accept¬ 
able.” 

The council has met with repre¬ 
sentatives of the club and argues 
Quaker’s Lane is in fact a “by¬ 
way,” and that due to limited 
funds, it can do nothing about its 
condition.

Janette lives life to the full - 
and we don’t have to worry

Like all parents, Joy and Richard Winters wanted the best 
for their daughter Janette, who has special needs. Their 
hard-fought battle has given her independence and a love 
of life and dancing, as ALICE RYAN found out 


J r ANETTE Winters is the life and soul 
I of any party. She’s outgoing, chatty, 

I and never forgets a face. And she 
) also loves dancing: the minute the 
usic starts, she’s out in the middle of 
the dance floor, bopping like there’s no 
tomorrow. 

“You can’t get her off the dance floor,” 
laughs dad Richard. “She’s always the 
first to get up and the last to sit down. 

But that’s Janette: she’s just so full of 
life.” 

Though in her mid-50s, Janette, who 
has special needs, has many of the 
sensibilities of a child. In lots of ways, 
her lack of inhibitions is a joy: she smiles 
constantly, hugs freely, and - as Richard 
says - dances like nobody’s watching. 

But her unworldliness also has its 
downsides: Janette can’t work, manage 
money or live alone. 

“In lots of ways, she’s an innocent,” 
explains Joy, Janette’s mother. “If 
someone came up to her, smiled and 
said ‘Come with me’, she’d go. She has no 
sense of danger. 

“But regardless of all that, we wanted 
her to live as full as life as possible. Some 
parents who have a child with special 
needs - and I’ve seen this first-hand - 
protect them to the extent they can’t 
function without constant parental 
support; they wrap them up in cotton 
wool. 

“That’s all well and good, but what 
happens when you’re not around to care 
for your child any more? How are they 
supposed to cope without you?” 

Janette is a tenant at a supported living 
project run by Huntingdon Mencap. She 
shares a house with a small group of 
other adults with special needs - and 


support workers, who are on site 24/7. 

“She got to 35, we weren’t getting any 
younger, and we thought it was perhaps 
time we found her a home of her own,” 
says Joy, 84. “She went for a weekend, to 
see how she’d get on, and she settled in 
straight away; she’s been there ever 
since. 

“She has such a sociable life now. She’s 
always going out. One of her favourite 
things is going swimming: she’s a 
brilliant swimmer. When we used to 
take her on holiday, even as a small 
child, she whipped through the water so 
fast we couldn’t keep up. 

“If it had been these days - after all this 
Paralympic success -1 think she’d have 
got seriously into swimming as a 
youngster. There are so many 
opportunities out there now. You just 
have to take them.” 

Janette is the second of the Winters’ 
three children: she has an older brother, 
Andrew, and younger brother, Ian. Joy 
says she can still remember the day 
Janette was born as if it was yesterday: “I 
was on the ward, the nurse came round 
and said ‘You should be having your 
baby by now’... The next thing I knew, 
out the baby came - just like that, in a 
whoosh. 

“At the time I thought that was good, 
because I’d had a terrible time with my 
first one. But as time wore on, I thought 
‘No, that wasn’t so good’. Her head 
wasn’t even fully engaged before she 
came out and they think she suffered 
serious shock - and that’s most likely the 
reason she has special needs.” 

Joy and Richard, who’ve just celebrated 
their Diamond Wedding, first noticed 
something was amiss when Janette was

just a few months old. “She was a very 
good baby, but, having had one already, I 
felt she wasn’t developing as quickly as 
she should have. She wasn’t sitting up, 
wasn’t making any effort to sit up - she 
just lay there.” 

Consulting the doctor, Joy was referred 
to the hospital. Yet nobody confirmed 
there was a problem: “I just got nothing, 
really. I felt no-one was listening to me, 
that I was made out to be an over¬ 
anxious mother. But in my heart I knew 
there was something wrong.” 

It wasn’t until Janette started school 
that her special needs were formally 
recognised. “I’d taught her to read a little 
bit, as far as she could go, but she was a 
lot slower than the other girls her age. We 
were recommended a boarding school, 
specially for children with learning 
difficulties. Because it was 
recommended, we felt we had to go 
down that route." 

Sadly, though Janette had been happy 
at her mainstream primary, she found 
the transition to boarding school, aged 7, 
almost intolerable. “She came home 
once a fortnight. And every fortnight we 
had to more or less drag her into the car, 
kicking and screaming. To start with, we 
thought we ought to persevere: we 
thought it was because it was the first 
time she’d ever been away from us. 

“But then we discovered she was being 
locked in her room at night, with four or 
five other girls. I asked another girl there, 
who was a bit more ahead, ‘Do you like it 
here?’ and she said ’Yes’. Then I asked 
’Are you looked after? Are the people 
nice?’ and she said ’Oh yes. The only 
thing is they lock us in our room at 
night’. Janette had never been locked in 
before, and she was going crazy.” 

Taking Janette out of boarding school, 
Joy and Richard, who’s now 89, hoped 
she could return to mainstream 
education - but discovered that door had 
closed. Instead, Janette was given a place 
at a day school for children with far more 
profound learning difficulties; though 
she went there happily, it was far from 
ideal for her needs. 

In her teens, Janette switched to day 
sessions at an education centre and a 
weekly social evening. But the Winters 
felt her development had plateaued; that 
her independent living skills weren’t 
being pushed. 

And that’s where Huntingdon Mencap’s 
residential project came in. Janette is 


now the project’s longest-standing client. 
“She loved it from the minute she went 
there: she only comes home for holidays 
and weekends now,” says Joy. “It was a 
huge step for us as a family, but it was 
obvious from the word go that this was 
exactly what Janette wanted and 
needed.” 

The Winters, who live in St Neots, 
praise Sue Roberts, chief executive 
officer at Huntingdon Mencap, with 
being a ‘brilliant and constant’ source of 
support. When the housing project came 
under threat last year, in the wake of 
Government cuts, Joy says it was a 
‘nightmare’. 

“The thought of having to start all over 
again was awful. It takes time to get to 
know Janette - one of the support 
workers said it took about 12 months to 
learn about her likes and her dislikes; to 
get to know her properly. We didn’t want 
to end up back at square one.” 

Thankfully, the supported 
accommodation scheme was preserved. 
“It was such a huge relief, I can’t tell you,” 
adds Joy. 

Joy admits she does sometimes wonder 
what Janette’s life would have been like if 
she hadn’t been born with special needs. 
“In the beginning I did feel quite bitter. I 
really took care of myself: I didn’t drink, 
don’t smoke, ate healthily, took vitamins 
- you name it. I’d done everything 
properly for this baby, so I felt really 
choked that it all turned out the way it 
did...” 

Caring for Janette has, she admits, been 
tough at times. “She barely slept for the 
first six years of her life and, for those six 
years, I don’t think I ever had more than 
two hours sleep at a stretch. I’d sit in bed 
listening to her singing and getting all 
her toys out. It was exhausting.” 

But Joy also says Janette has shed 
untold light on the family’s life. “She’s 
such a happy person. It makes you feel 
happier, being around her.” 

Andrew’s wife, Victoria, gave birth to 
the couple’s first grandchild, Gabriella, 
three years ago, and Joy says Janette 
adores being an auntie. “She dotes on 
her. She has lots of photographs of her up 
in the house. We have lots of family 
pictures around too; that’s what it’s all 
about, isn’t it? Life’s about family.” 

Joy says Janette has never been happier. 
“It’s wonderful. Just like any other adult, 
she has her own home - where she can 
live her own life.”

Our son is mechanics mad 
and probably knows as much about what 
is under the bonnet of a car as his father. 
He would really like to leave school and 
work here full-time. The girls know my 
side of things pretty well and can step in if 
I need time off. 

“Our attitude is that we don’t like to see 
people ripped off. We won’t sell them 


something if they don’t really need it. If 
someone insists on four new tyres when 
we they only need three, it is up to them, 
but we will be honest with them. Peter 
has worked at places that are commission 
based, but he could not do it, it isn’t fair. It 
has just got busier and busier. People 
come in and say we are well recommend¬ 
ed, they like the fact that we are honest 
with them.”

Prosecutor Nicola Devas said 
that following a confrontation 
between the two men they had 
been moved by prison officers to 
different cells. 

Giving evidence, Mr Vettivel 
told the court that on the morn¬ 
ing of the alleged attack he had 


been in bed in his cell just before 
8am when Iqbal and Matthews 
had walked in and confronted 
him. 

Mr Vettivel claimed that while 
Iqbal held his legs, Matthews 
had used a wrist watch as a 
knuckle duster to inflict cuts on 
his face and wrists. 

Afterwards he required stitch¬ 
es to one wrist and suffered cuts 
to the other wrist and his fore¬ 
head. 

When arrested and questioned 
by police, Iqbal, from Ilford, 
denied any involvement in the 
attack, the court heard. 

The trial continues.

An emotional

TWO members of staff from the 
Samuel Ward Academy were 
part of an estimated 35,000 peo¬ 
ple who showed solidarity with 
the victims of the Boston bomb¬ 
ings as they ran the London 
Marathon last weekend. 

James Mason, 30, achievement 
director at the school and Mandy 
Nickerson, 48, a teacher, both 
completed the 26.2 mile course 
between Blackheath and the 
Mall in central London. 

It was James’ first marathon 
but Mandy has run a number 
before, this being her sixth. 

She felt the terror attacks at the 
Boston marathon, which left 
three dead and 170 injured the 
previous week, made this one a 
more emotional occasion.

“There were a lot of people 
wearing Boston tops and we 
were given black ribbons to wear. 

“People crossed the line with 
their right hand across their 
chest.” 

But despite the need to show 
defiance and spirit, James and 
Mandy stressed that everyone

partner’s hand and let him drag 
her along. 

“I also beat Cheryl Baker.” 

Mandy ran with her partner 
who was recovering from injury 
and the pair clocked a time of 5 
hours 42 minutes. 

For his first marathon, James 
ran an impressive 4 hours and 20 
minutes, but he said it had been 
tougher than expected and it 
was the crowd that got him 
through. 

He said: “I got to 20 miles and I 
thought to myself ‘I’m not going 
to get round’.

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Campaign will 
aim to tackle 
fly-tipping 


A HARD-HITTING campaign has been 
launched to stop fly-tipping in Suffolk. 

The Suffolk Waste Partnership (SWP) 
has pledged to tackle the practice which 
is described as “a serious blight” on the 
environment by working with landown¬ 
ers and enforcement agencies. 

Dumped rubbish cost the taxpayer 
£265,000 to clear between April 2011 and 
March 2012 as the SWP were forced to 
deal with almost 3,000 separate fly tip¬ 
ping incidents. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, chair of the Suffolk 
Waste Partnership said: “Fly-tipping is a 
serious blight on our local environment, 
a source of pollution and a potential dan¬ 
ger to public health and hazard to 
wildlife.” 

Cllr Stevens added: “We wel 
come the opportunity to signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the number of 
fly-tipping incidents in Suffolk 
and work in partnership with i 
all those affected by this I 
unpleasant, criminal behav¬ 
iour.” 

The campaign aims to 
improve the prevention, report¬ 
ing, investigation and clearing of

fly-tipped waste while reducing their 
associated costs. 

Derek Holliday, head of environment 
for the Country Land and Business 
Association, said: “Recognition and sup¬ 
port by central government that some¬ 
thing has to be done to tackle the scourge 
of fly-tipping and its impacts are a real 
boost for the Suffolk Waste Partnership 
and will allow them to improve the work 
already being done. 

“The CLA is also pleased that there is a 
strong focus to work with landowners and 
farmers to find ways to put an end to the 
fly-tipping that blights the country¬ 
side.” 

The campaign aims to base 
with landowners to help them 
reduce fly-tipping on their 
land and to explore how to 
remove waste from private 
land effectively. 

The SWP also hoped to 
streamline the reporting pro¬ 
cess and increase the number of 
convictions.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

NOW there's a hint of 
sunshine in our lives we 
can actually contemplate 
the arrival of summer. 
And in the cinematic 
terms that means the 
blockbusters are coming. 

One of the early ones 
out of the block is Iron 
Man 3 in which Robert 
Downey Jr returns as 
the billionaire-inventor- 
superhero Tony Stark. 

Directed and co¬ 
written by Shane Black 
- the man behind the 
Lethal Weapon movies 
and hailed as a pioneer 
of the action genre - it's 
a real romp of a movie 
which will be welcome 
news to those who sat 
through the arduous 
prequel. 

This time the makers 
have gone for a back- 
to-basics feel in which 
Stark is forced to find 
a way back to being a 
superhero when all his 
money and toys are 
stripped away.

Iron Man 2 and last 
summer's The Avengers 
in which Iron Man and a 
roll call of Marvel comic 
book heroes united to 
protect Manhattan from 
aliens.

He does 
at least have his former 
assistant-turned-CEO 
Pepper Potts (Gwyneth 
Paltrow) on hand to 
soothe him as the pair 
have moved in together. 

It's not long, though, 
before their domestic 
bliss is thwarted 
by a two-pronged 
attack - the arrival of 
biologically advanced 
super-powered humans 
and the mysterious 
figurehead of a terror 
group known as The 
Mandarin. 

The special effects are 
faultless and deserve 
to be seen in 3D while 
Iron Man's suit, which 
appears like swarm of 
bees and attaches itself 
piece by piece to Stark, 
adds extra interest. 

This movie supersedes 


many in that the thrills 
and spills are never to 
the detriment of the 
story and script, which 
feel sharp and fresh. 
Downey Jr gives an 
entertainingly jittery 
performance as a 
superhero on the edge, 
while his jaded one- 
liners raise a laugh. 

While Guy Pearce 
as the founder of a 
brain-trust organisation, 
Don Cheadle as Stark's 
ally and Rebecca Hall 
as his former lover 
all put in charismatic 
performances, special 
mention has to go to 
Sir Ben Kingsley as The 
Mandarin and a turn of 
events that feels truly 
inspired. 

Fun for both fans and 
newbies to the comic 
book world, the movie 
may be a lengthy 129 
minutes but it doesn't 
feel like it.

GARDENERS who didn’t want to venture out 
in the freezing weather at the beginning of the 
month may now be looking at a moss-ridden, 
lumpy lawn with scatterings of bald patches, a 
world away from the velvet carpet of grass they 
desire. 

But there's still time to give 
your lawn a boost, even if it 
might look a bit forlorn now, 
or consider re-seeding or 
turfing if you think it's beyond 
hope. 

If you have loads of moss, 
it's worthwhile applying a 
moss killer before you scarify, 
and wait a few days before 
raking it up. 

Improve badly draining soil 
by aerating the lawn, driving a 
garden fork into the ground all 
over the lawn when it is moist, 
making holes to a depth of 10-15cm (4-6in). I 
once bought a pair of lawn-aerating shoes, but 
they kept falling off so I went back to the old 
faithful fork. 

Others use hollow-tine lawn aerators which 
remove plugs of soil from the ground, but they 
are hard work and aren't very good on stony soils 
or heavy, dry soils. 


The holes you make allow air and water to get 
into the grass roots and should then be filled 
with a mixture of sharp sand and organic soil 
conditioner to stop the holes from closing up. 

If the soil is heavy and air is forced out due to 
excessive rain, spread a large bucketful of sharp 
sand per square metre over 
the surface, working it into the 
holes with the back of a rake. 

Feed the grass with lawn 
fertiliser available at most 
garden centres. This can 
be done by hand, applying 
approximately two grams per 
square metre, and water it in. 

All lawns need good drainage 
and oxygenation, so scarify 
it with a springtine rake to 
remove thatch - dead grass that 
mats beneath growing grass - 
and moss. For larger lawns, it's 
worth renting a petrol-driven lawn scarifier to do 
the same job. 

Some lawn dressings incorporate a slow-release 
fertiliser but if this isn't the case, add a little 
amount of general lawn fertiliser (not containing 
weed or moss killer) before applying it. Make sure 
you brush it evenly over the area or it will become 
patchy when the fertiliser kicks in. 




A few weeks later, if your lawn is still patchy, 
oversow it lightly with a quality lawn seed. 

Once it's ready to cut, make your first few cuts, 
keeping the blades set quite high. If your grass is 
already long, give it a few cuts over a number of 
weeks, lowering the blades a little at a time, so 
that you cut the grass length down gradually. 

By summer, you should be mowing weekly, 
stepping up to twice a week when necessary, 
but don't mow the grass shorter than 2.5cm 
(1 in) high and keep on top of weeds in the lawn. 
Annual weeds which emerge in any bare patches 
will be removed by mowing. 

Of course, in the unlikely event that we have a 



sustained period of warmth in the summer, go 
easy on the mowing and don't worry about 
letting the grass go brown because it will recover. 

When you mow during drought, leave the 
cuttings on the lawn to stop the roots drying out 
and help keep in the moisture.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO:
